After waiting in vain for the 
Governor to publish the annual re- 
ports of the Western Asylum for the 
Insane for 1900 and 1901, the Board 
ot Commissioners have had the 
suppressed reports published them- 
selves.

ing has ever been heard from them. 
As the annual reports for nearly 
fifty years are preserved iu an un- 
broken file, the Board by resolution 
authorized the publication of the 
documents. They were issued S,it 
urdiiy and mailed to the raenibers 
of the Legislature. 

According to the report for VM»), 
the Hoard after spending for build- 
ing^n,0(,ii;returned :r,'.J,6(.').07 tothe 
State Treasury, the expenses for 
the year ending Sept. 30, 1809, be- 
ing $93,457.50. 

The following year showed an 
increase to $105,976 88 and the year 
1901 a still further increase to 
$121,302 66, the building: appropria- 
tions being $14,564.62. 

A comparison is made and in- 
cases shown to have been made 
as follows, over 1899: Salaries, 
$1,255,98, wages $1,307,83, clothing 
$120.80, dry goods $1,709.2>I, fuel 
$4,582 20, groceries $2,417.32. meats 
$806.78, liquors $647.66, butter and 
eggs $1,075,10, seed $762.79. In two 
items there is shown a decrease- 
hread stuCFs $268 27 and chapel" 
services $30.

72,000; j 
Connecticut, 11,000, and several • 
thousand acres in other States, all 
of whi.h production would be seri- 
ously crippled.
